BLOOD POISON 


NOT ACCIDENT 


Court Allows Appeal of In- 
surance Firm Against

Light at Long Last — 


E announcement of Prime Minister the Rt. Hon W. 
L. Mackenzie King, that the Bank of Canada is to be 
completely nationalized during this session of the House 
of Commons is by far the most important statement that 
has been made in the Dominion of Canada since Confed- 


eration. 


The proposed legislation will place the currency and 
credit resources of the nation under the direct control of 
our national government. It signifies the successful cul- 
mination of the revolt against orthodox finance and classi- 
cal economy. In a word, the nationalization of the Bank 
of Canada means that the control over the issue of cur- 
rency and credit is being transferred from irresponsible 
bankers. to responsible government where it properly be- 
longs. 


The statement of the Prime Minister is a clear indi- 
cation that the Government is ready to grapple with Can- 
ada’s money problems. The nationalization of Canada’s 
central bank is the first step in the establishment of a 
managed currency system in the Dominion that will place 
at the disposal of the government the financial resources 
of the nation for purposes of national development. In 
Canada our federal government, our provincial govern- 
ments, and our civic administrations, are desperately in 
need of spending power. The growing demand for ad- 
vanced social services, the needs of housing and civic re- 
construction, the necessary rehabilitating of our railways, 
the expansion and improvement of our airways and our 
highways, and the demands for national defence services, 
are only a few instances of the many that could be enum- 
erated that require heavy capital expenditures. 


Private Control Fails Lamentably 


Unfortunately the private control of our national 
currency and credit has failed lamentably to provide the 
expansion of currency and credit that was required to 
sustain Canadian progress and Canadian government. 


The drought in Canadian finance should now end, 
for the nationalization of Canada’s central bank will place 
directly upon our national government the responsibility 
of maintaining the circulation of Canada’s financial re- 
sources as a public utility service to the nation and people 


of the Dominion. 


In Canada we are coming to know that a failure to 
secure an adequate increase in the circulating volume of 
our medium of exchange puts a brake upon business of 
every kind and produces unemployment, unremunerative 
commodity prices, unbalanced budgets, debt repudiation 
and general depression. 


We are learning also that an expansion of money in 
actual circulation is essential to the enjoyment of le'sure 
and those higher standards of living that science has 
brought within the realm of human privilege. 


Most Outstanding Lesson Of Slump 


The most outstanding lesson of the slump is to be 
found in the profound change that it has produced in 
ideas about monetary policy. Intelligent management of 
national currency and credit has proven the world over 
to be the key to economic prosperity and social progress. 


The nationalization of the Bank of Canada will place 
in the hands of the government of the Dominion the power 
to fulfill its constitutional obligation of managing Can- 
ada's currency and credit resources in terms of national 
development, and also in terms of the social, commercial 
and industrial needs of the Canadian people. 


From now on the issue of currency and credit in 
terms of public need rather than in terms of private gain 
will be a direct duty and responsibility of the national 
government. 


The statement of the Prime Minister indicates the 
dawn of a new era of Canadian development and pros- 


perity.

What Unification Would Mean 

The 5,051 miles of railway lines proposed for 
abandonment by the C.P.R. in its unification plan 
are set out in detail in Senate Committee pro- 
ceedings issued in Ottawa. Lines proposed for 
abandonment under the C.P.R. plan include 2,216 
miles of the Canadian Naticnal’s main line and 
1,042 of the Canadian National's branch lines: 
744 miles of the C.P.R.’s main line and 961 miles 
of the C,P.R.'s branch lines; 50 miles of the 
Northern Alberta Railway, owned jointly by the 
C.N.R. and C.P.R,, and 38 miles of the Lake Erie 
and Northern Railway, an electric line in On- 
tario. 

Of the important lines which the C.P.R. aban- 
donment proposal contains are the main lines of 
the Canadian National from Ottawa and Toronto 
to Winnipeg with the exception of the Longlac 
cut-off; also an important portion of the National 
Transoontinental Railway from a point opposite 
Quebee City to a point near Moncton, N.B. The 
Saint John Valley Railway, built originally by 
the New Brunswick provincial government, is 
also set down in the C.P.R. plan for abandon- 
ment, The line is now part of the National rail- 
way system.

Your Health on. reaxe’ncor 


If you are one of those awakening in the 
morning more exhausted than when you went to 
bed, I am sure you will be glad to read this ex- 
planation of the causes of morning debility. 


Sleep should be refreshing and when fou 
awaken you should be eager for the day's work. 
During the hours of sleep, the body has a chance 
to rest and recuperate and you should wake up 
thoroughly refreshed and strengthened. 


If you feel cranky or languid in the morning 
after plenty of sleep, it may be because you have 
not sufficiently recovered from your bad habits 
of the day before and your body was therefore 
unable to bring about a normal adjustment. It 
is very likely that you ate too much food the day 
before. If more food is taken than the body is 
able to use, this excess will usually make you 
feel sluggish and logy. 

Perhaps you did not take enough exercise to 
keep your muscles in good condition and thus 
assist metabolism. 

One of the things you should check up on 
very carefully is whether you had a good intes- 
tinal movement, during the preceding day. The 
colon should have cleansed itself once or twice 
and if it did not, then you should have taken an 
enema before retiring, so that poisons from the 
intestines would not be re-absorbed during the 
night. 

Did you work hard enough during the day to 
induce normal muscular fatigue? If not, you 
should have taken some physical culture exer- 
cises before going to bed and should have taken 
some deep breathing exercises so that your blood 
would have been properly oxygenated. 

If you will study your bad habits of the day 
before, 1 am sure that you will be able to find 
many physical reasons as to why you feel “good 
for nothing” the next morning. 

Mental or psychological causes must also be 
considered in all of those cases where fatigue 
first thing in the morning is a prominent symp- 
1. An unsuccessful day in business will often 
bring on a conscious or unconscious depression, 
which creates a discouraged frame of mind and 
also creates poisons in the system. After a bad 
day at the office or at home, you will not be 


eager to get up and start another day's grind.

searching for some profession that | 
would suit his active athletic type! 
of life. In 1921, when entering his 
third year at varsity, the answer 
came with dramatic suddenness. 
Foster's father, William A. 
Hewitt, was at that time a well- 
known sports writer on one of 
the Toronto papers. It was also 
the time when radio was receiv- 
ing its first trial from the ex- | 
perimentally minded as a med- 
jum of public entertainment.

While at 
that sho®, Foster was seized with 
an abiding belief in the possibili- 
ties of the little boxes of glass and 
wire, and decided that his destiny 
lay in radio. 
FIRST ATTEMPT FAILED 

On leaving university, his first 
| venture was in the merchandising 
field in Toronto, where he handled 
an agency for an American con- 
cern, This attempt failed. how- 
} ever, aS a result of revolutionary 
| developments in radio, so he had 
to start all over again 

He then joined the Independent 
Telephone company, which proved 
to be the first rung in his ladder 
of success. Tutored and guided by 
Professor Culver, he quickly ac- 
quired a knowledge of the funda- 
mental principles of broadcasting 


ANNOUNCED PROGRAMS 

Then by strange coincidence, he 
assisted in the erection of part of 
the equipment used by CFCA, one 
of Toronto's first broadcasting s 
tions and operated by an evening 
newspaper, and on finishing that 
task, began another by announcing 
| the programs inaugurating the sta- 
tion, That was in 1922. 

During the season of 1922-23, he 
made his first sports broadcast. It 
was a play-by-play description of 
a hockey game between Parkdale 
| Canoe club ayd Kitchener seniors 
| The game still lives in his memory 

very vividly, one of the reasons 
being that it went into 30 minutes 
overtime 

Since 1922 he has described a 
wide range of sports, including 
hockey, wrestling, boxing, la- 
crosse, golf, rugby, soccer, ladies’ 
| softball, basketball and horse rac- 
| ing. He has also reported such 
events as the docking of the Em- 
press of Britain, the arrival of 
th® R-100, the Shriners’ conven- 
tion, the opening of the Detroit 
Olympiad, the reception of the 
Prince of Wales, the Little World 
Series of 1926, and Canadian Na- 
tional annual marathon swims, 
and other events too numerous 
to mention. 

When the palatial Maple Leaf 
Gardens was only a blueprint, Fos- 
ter received four offers from Am- 
erican radio stations, but rejected
